GOOD AND BAD TRUSTS 


It was President Taft, we believe, who said 
there were good trusts and bad trusts, which is 
quite true, and the same also holds good as to 
|| corporations: which might not be classed as 
trusts. There are many thousands of corpora- 
tions which are good, very good, and some that 
are as bad as an addled egg. It is quite pos- 
sible, also, that there are a few good trusts, 
though not very many. Most trusts are bad, for 
the reason, if for no other, that they are in re- 
straint of trade and throttle competition. 
Railroad corporations are being yanked up by 
the short hair all over the land, and perhaps 
even too rigidly, but they have brought that 
sort of feeling.of antagonism on the part of 
the general public upon themselveg by their 
rascally dealings with the public for many years 
past, and therefore are not entitled to as much 
sympathy now as they otherWise would be. It 
is the bad railroads, the bad trusts and the bad 
corporations that the people want punked: not 
‘the good ones. 

The New Haven steal, or rather rank robbery 
of millions upon millions of the people’s money, 
is fresh in the public mind as an example of 


Hhigh finance in railroad circles. And now comes 


another example closer home, in the United 
Railroads Company of San Francisco, of which 
old Pat Calhoun was president, head, stomach 
‘and bowels for many years. In regard to how 
that company did business and juggled the 
money of its stockholders, the following from a 
San Francisco dispatch under date July 30th is 
extremely interesting reading matter: 

“Testifying before the California state rail- 
road commission at the investigation today into 
the withdrawal by Patrick Calhoun, formerly 
president of the United Railroads, of $1,906,000, 
ostensibly for investment in the Solano Irrigated 
Farms project, L. J. Reynolds, auditor for the 
commission, asserted that taking everything into 
consideration, there actually existed a deficit of 
$4,880,471 at the time of the last annual report’ 
of the United Railroads. Of this amount, said 
Reynolds, $3,906,909 can not be accounted for in 
reports and books of the corporation which the 
commission has been able to examine. 

‘‘Reynold’s testimony followed that of ex- 
ecutive officers, directors and employers of the 
United Railroads, testimony developed 
that: 

‘The entire $1,096,000 was witharawn in cash 
from the treasury of the United Railroads upon 
directions from Calhoun by orders authorized by 
Thornwell Mullally, assistant to the president. 
| A. M. Dahler, treasurer of the company, testi- 

fied that on March 1, 1913, pursuant to Cal- 
houn’s order, $85,000 in gold was carted from 
the company’s offices to the Bank of California. 
This was the largest of similar Withdrawals, he 
said. 

‘‘Charles N. Black, 


whose 


general manager of the 
company, testified that he did not know the 
money was gone until June, 1913, when Cal- 
hhoun retired as president, and was succeeded by 
Jesse Lilientha). The monthly financial state- 
ments of the company, said Black, did not show 
these withdrawals and he had heard that the 
treasurer had been ordered to report the sc~ 
taken as cash on hand. He added that th: 
monthly ‘financial reports of the company as 
late as February, 1913, indicated that the movc~ 
taken by Calhoun was still cash on hand.”’ 

Much of this money, it is generally understood, 
was used in the old graft cases of San Fran- 
cisco, in which Abe Ruef and others figured 
conspicuously.

“The aeroplane, the. most radical innovation 
in the history of locomotion, threatening to revo- 
lutionize warfare and promising large possible 
commercial results. 

‘“Wireless telegraphy, which has robbed the 
sea of most of its terrors and has done remark- 
able things in the field of world communication. 

‘‘The cyanide process, which has revolutionized 
the metallurgy of the precious metals. 

“The induction motor, which made possible 
the utilization and transportation of alternat- 
ing electric current, is largely responsible for 
the substitution of electric for steam power in 
the industries, and has. conserved from 30 to 60 
per cent of the energy formerly wasted in whirl- 
ing line shafting and belting. 

‘‘The linotype, which has made it possible to 
set type almost ten times as rapidly as before.
